experts who heard Dr. Wiley's 


testimony were pleased to be able to 
"catch" so famous a chemist. The 
doctor at one point in his testimony 
explained vry clearly how it is that 
the egg put into the coffee pot by the 
lousewife settles the coffee. 
He said 
that the heat coagulates the egg, and 
as it sinks to the botcom of the pot it 
carries the fine particles of coffee with 
it, and thus clarifies the drink. 
It is 
the act of coagulation in the coffee 
pot that does the work. Later on in 
his cross-examination, he had to ad- 
mit that when the egg was put on 
Ariosa coffee at the factory it became 
coagulated, and as egg cannot be co- 
agulated but once, that the coating on 
coffee was of practically no value as 
a "settler" when it reached the coffee 
pot.Prof. Bleile, an expert chemist from 
the Ohio State university, said he 
found any number of lively bacteria 
on the Ariosa coffee beans he exam- 
ined. 


The case has been one of decided in- 
terest and the verdict of the jury is 
awaited by dealers in coffee 
as well 
as by consumers. 
It is doubtful if a 
case was ever tried in the courts here 
which has been fought so stubbornly, 
Eminent counsel have been employed 
on both sides.

Phillips was discov- 
ered in the swamps by bloodhounds 
and while attempting to escape from 
the posse was shot in the leg. An of 
ficer took the negro in charge an 
started for Cleveland to place him in 
jail. About a mile from town a mob 
met the officer, and taking the neg: o 
from him brought him to the spo 
where Reed was killed and hanged 
him to a telephone pole. So quietly 
was the negro hanged that the major 
ity of the inhabitants of Cleveland did 
not know when the lynching occurred 
The killing of Reed is believed to have 
have been a premeditated scheme on 
the part of the negroes.

Washington, July 22.—A hot wave 


it unusual and in many places record- 
breaking intensity is again prevalent 
over the central western part of the 
country and is spreading eastward 
and northward. The central west re- 
ported extraordinary high tempera- 
tures to the weather bureau Sunday. 
The maximum temperature of 100 de- 
gieeo lucmueu me states aud terri- 
tories of Nebraska, Kansas, Oklaho- 
ma, Iowa, Missouri, Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois. 
In Chicago at 7 p. m. the 


temperature was 100 degrees, exceed- 
ing by several degrees anything ever 
before recorded at that time of the 
day. A serious feature is the showing 
made in the states of Iowa, Missouri 
and Kansas, •where the temperatures 
have been 90 degrees or over for a 
period of over a mouth. 


Contrasted with the remainder of 


the country, the Pacific coast is en- 
joying a period of cool weather, San 
Francisco repotting a temperature of 
56 degrees as the result of cooling 
breezes from the ocean. 


The weather bureau in a special 


bulletin says: There is yet no indica- 
tion of any relief from the abnoimal 
heat. No rain has fallen in the corn 
belt for the past three clays and none 
is in sight. It is of course probable 
that scattered local thunderstorms, 
which are always accompaniments of 
protracted periods of heat, may fall at 
times, but no hope c:.n be entertained 
at this time of any general rains or 
permanent relief. 


Prayed For Rsin In Missouri. 


St. Louis, July 22.—Sunday, the day 


Governor Dockery designated for fast- 
ing and prayer that the present drouth 
might end in Missouri, all records for 
hot weather in St. Louis were broken, 
the weather bureau thermometer reg- 
istering 106 degrees ia the shade. On 
the streets and in exposed places the 
mercury went several degrees higher. 
The high record heretofore was 106, 
made August 12. 1881. From 7 a. m., 
when the thermometer showed 90 de- 
grees, to 3:30 p. m.. the mercury 
steadily climbed.
